August 30. total eclipse

The path of total 
eclipse crosses Arabia, the northeastern 
part of Africa, the Mediterranean Sea, 
the northeastern part of Spain, the At- 
lantic Ocean and the northeastern part 
of Canada.

By the action of the General 
Assembly on Friday of last week tbe 
sum of J 170,000 has been placed at the ! 
disposal of the commission for tbis ! 


work, foOOO beiug available this year | 
and the balance after the/irst of Jauii- j 
ury. This makes tbe entire amount ! 
available assoou as the commission can 
possibly need it.' The Newport County 
membersof the General Assembly are 
to be congratulated upon tbe result of 
their labors fnr this act, und especially 
to Senator Elbridge I. Stoddard of 
Portsmouth and Representative Henry 
I. Frost of Tiverlou is the credit due. 


Tbe act appropriates the sum of $170,- 


000 for the construction of a new- 
bridge. It further empowers the com- 
mission to contract with any parties iu 
interest to bear their just aud propor- 
tionate share of tbe expense, any mon- 
ey so derived to be paid into the State 
treasury aud be deducted from the ap- 
propriation. 
An attempt was made by 


Representative Fitzgerald to so word 
tbe act that the commissiou should be 
directed to "assess" such parties iu 
interest, but the amendment WIIH de- 
feated. The act provides that no claim 
shall be laid agaiust any town or city 
in interest, which means that ihe towns 
and city iu Newport county which 
have hc-retofore borne the expense of 
maintaining the bridge will be freed 
from this burden. 


The commission proposes to gn ahead 


with the construction of the bridge at 
the earliest possible moment. 
The 


Federal Government is interested iu the 
mutter as it has beeu trying to Improve 
the channel of the East River. 
The 


government will widen the draw for 
the betterment of navigation. 
This 


will probably be tbe flrst thing that is 
done and after that Ihe commission | 
will be "ready lo go ahead with the 
bridge.

Calvary clover, a Iknver strangely 


symbolic of the principles of Christi- 
anity, nourishes In Palestine. Calvary 
clover leaves, like those of other clo- 
vers, are trefoil, embodying the doc- 
trine of the Trinity, the central truth 
of Christianity. Soon after the plant 
begins to appear above the ground a 
deep spot of redllke blood appears up- 
on each division of the leaf, but this 
disappears after a few weeks. 


During the day the tiny leaflets form 


themselves Into the shape of a cross, 
and as the sun sinks to rest the leaves 
again fold together. It has been sug- 
gested, as If In prayer. In due time the 
blossom becomes a small yellow flow- 
er and then a spiral pod covered with 
thorns. In ripening the flowers inter- 
lace, and in their peculiar positions 
many persons think they can detect 
the outline of a cro\vu. Tradition says 
that It Is good fortune to plant the 
seed of the Calvary clover on Good 
Friday.

River thle week has proved a failure.

Repairs in Alaska are maintained by 
parties stationed at log cabins about 
forty miles apart, one Signal Corps re- 
pairman with two assistants from the 
line of the army and a dog team be- 
ing each cabin. The wireless station 
at Nome transmits uninterruptedly the 
entire telegraphic business of Seward 
peninsula, as many as 5,000 words be- 
ing exchanged in an afternoon between 
Safety Harbor and St. Michael. Among 
the suggestions contained iu Geueral 
Greely's report is one to the effect that 
international regulations be adopted to 
govern wireless telegraphy iu time of 
war. This is a recommendation which 
goes to snow how important the new 
system is becoming, and, iudeed, has 
already become.

Jif forestry Congress. 


A foresty congress will be held iu 


Washington the first week iu January 
next. It will be the eudeavor of those 
atteudiug to establish a broader under- 
standing of the relations of the forest 
to the great industries depending upou 
it; to advance the conservative use of 
forest resources for both tbe present 
and thefuttire needs of those industries, 
and to stimulate and unite all efforts to 
perpetuate the forest as a permanent 
resource of the nation. It is expected 
that men of prominence from almost 
every state lu the Union will be num- 
bered among tbe delegates to the con- 
gress. Representatives will be present 
from the various departments of the 
national government whose activities 
bear any relation to forestry work, and 
from associations which are in any 
way interested iu theellbrtsof the con- 
gress. The proceedings of the meet- 
ing will possess a degree of interest for 
the general public such as could not 
have beeu felt in the days when forestry 
conventions were doing their pioneer 
work.

A lar^e 
number of orders are coming 
from 


California, where the planting of peas 
aud alfalfa is In progress.with the iuteut 
ot enriching the noil for citrus fruits. 
After sowing the land with the bacteria 
it has beeu known to increase the yield 
of potatoes 60 per cent, oats 300 per 
cent., wheat 46 percent., and cotton40 
per cent. Those writing to the Depart- 
ment for the bacteria should et»te the 
tine of planting, the kind of seed, and 
the amount to be treated.

plied douiiuatiou over the whole of the 
western hemisphere, which the L'ulted 
States does not possess and is not en- 
titled to. as Great Britain is territorially 
a larger power oil the American con- 
tinent than the United States. Sir Kd- 
ward suggested that a more suitable 
title would be Usona, signifying 
the 


United States of North America. 


Having in the first public criticism 


here of the state department's order 
that embassies 
hereafter 
shall be 


called "American" thus uttered a "re- 
spectful protest" against the assump- 
tion of the larger name. Sir Edward 
Clarke proceeded to refer to the miser- 
able unpayment of ^American judges 
and America's waste of energies In 
providing for survivors of the Civil war 
find in building ironclads which she 
could never use. 


Ambassador Choate, replying, said 


that Americans were quite satisfied 
with their name, and then referred to 
the recent election in the United States 
as a splendid tribute of devotion and 
affection to a great man. Having re- 
marked upon the regeneration of pub- 
lic life In America, regardless of party, 
now in progress, Mr. Choate alluded to 
the ever-growing friendship between 
tjreat Britain and America as reason 
tm thanksgiving, and added: ''I asked 
Lord Lausdowne if be was ready to ne- 
gotiate a treaty of arbitration. 'Why,1 
said Lord Lansdowne, 'it goes without 
saying.' " 


Continuing, Mr. Cnoate maintained 


that many things go without saying 
between Great Britain and America, 
above all that they should avoid all 
possible causes of offense and settle all 
'differences by 
peaceful 
means.

paid a high tribute to the Archbishop 
of Cauterbury'8 "rediscovery of Amer- 
ica," and dilated upon the 
value of 


visits by such men as the archbishop 
snd John Morley. 


The Archbishop of Canterbury, pro- 


poslsg President Roosevelt's health, ex- 
pressed his sincere thanks for the great 
hospitality with which he was

ceived in America. He said America 
fsced problems greater than the world 
had ever seen, but by a stroke of genius 
had found the nian to conquer the dif- 
ficulties. "We on this side," said the 
archbishop, "not less than brothers to 
you across thp^Atlantlc, thank God and 
take courage because the destinies of 
America are safe In Roosevelt's hands."

Tb« city of LOB Angeles ban just been 


maklugau iutereatiuginuuiclpalexperi- 
ment, which IB reported iu tbe current 
iMUeof the Outlook. Two yean ago 
tb« cily'g charter was amended to al- 
low tu« regall of elective otticere. Upon 
a petition signed by 26 per ceut. of the 
voters the Common Council must call 
an election within forty days. The of- 
ficer wao In sought to recall IB put ou 
tbe ticket for re-election aud other uom- 
luationg may be made. The candidate 
receiving tbe highest number of votes 
eervw out the uuexpired term. 


Last May the Los Angeles Council 


awarded tbe city priutlug to the highest 
bidder. This actlou eutrailed a needless 
expense, it was estlmated.of about $20,- 
000. A movement for the recall of the 
aldermeu who voted for the ordinance 
was started, but as the constitutionality 
of the recall amendment was questioned 
it wan decided to make a test case iu a 
"Ingle ward. As 2865 votes had beeu 
cast for councilman at the preceding 
election it was necessary to secure 716 
signatures. 
After several attempts, 


which were frustrated ou technicalities 
more than 900 uauits were secured, and 
the council called an election iu the 
ward Sept. 16. 


An injunction Bought ou the ground 
that tbe act was unconstitutional waa 
deuied, aud an active three weeks' can- 
vass followed. The iucuinbeut was sup- 
ported by the Eepublican organization, 
but was defeated by a majority of 754 
votes. Iu two other wards au attempt 
lo recall waa made, but it was found 
impossible to secure the requisite num- 
ber of signature! to the petitioua. 


Apparently the recall provision af- 


ford^ hope of a remedy against tbe va- 
riety of politician who inquires:" What 
are you going to do about it?" Other 
cities watch with interest the further 
experieuce of Los Angeles.—Kansas 
City ritar.

Cooking Mushrooms. 


A correspondent asks for easy ways 


o cook uiUBhioouis. Mushrooms are 
it their beet when cooked simply and 
t is worth while knowing how to use 
:hem. A pound of large mushrooms 
will maKe an entree for a dmuer for 
six people. 
Wash the mushrooms and 


mre oft' tbe outer skiu with a silver 
kuife. Cut offtbestem aud cut tbe 
mushrooms m two pieces. Place them 
u a chiua dish aud pour over them 
bis marinate: A tableepoouful of olive 
ail, a pluch of salt aud the fame of 
white pepper. Let the mushrooms lie 
u the 
marinate 
for a full hour. 


Take them out aud saute—there will be 
almost enough oil m tbe dish without 
the addition of more—for six minutes. 
Make a sauce of three tablespooufuls of 
oil, a teaspoouful of fluely minced 
parsley, the same quantity of chopiwd 
chives and a little chopped ouiou. Let 
this cook for five minutes aud puur 
over the mushrooms just before serv- 
ing. 


A simple saute still is possible. 


Pare, hut do not cut the mushrooms. 
Place them iu a dish and sprinkle a 
little salt over them. Take them out 
after balf au hour and sauteaud butter. 
Cover Ibe pau aud let the mushrooms 
cook for about ten miuutes, shakiug 
them to prevent burning. Add to the 
liquor leu iu the bowl salt, pepper, the 
juice of balf a lemou, and a little 
chopped parsley. Pour this iu the pan 
with tbe mushrooms, shake up well 
and serve ou sippete of toast. This is 
also a good cbaliug-dish recipe. 


Broiled mushrooms are delicious and 


quite easy to prepare.' Pare the mush- 
rooms, wash aud dry thoroughly. 
Sprinkle them with pepper, salt and a 
tablespoonful of oil. Place in a wire 
broiler and cook over a clear flame four 
miuutes to a side. Serve ou toast with 
maiire d'hotel

He said tbe perpetuity of thin couulry 
was uot lu its armies, its forts or pow- 
ers; It was the spirit that prizes liberty 
as the heritage of all people lu all lauds 
every where; he said destroy this spirit 
aud you plant the seeds of despotism 
at your doors. 
We quoted this four 


years ago, and pome people could nut 
see. They thought the Pacific ocean 
was so wide that the seeds of despotism 
could never float across. 
It has only 


beeu four years, and yet the seeds of 
despotism have come aud they fell lu 
Colorado and there you have a Repub- 
lican Governor who has beeu suspeud- 
ing Ibe Constitution and deporting la- 
boring men without indictment, trial or 
evidence, aud we cannot condemn 
Peabotiy without condemning our own 
Government that for six years has been 
doing the same thing iu the Philippine 
Islands and denying constitutional 
liberty to tbe Philippines there."

try were uot blown across the Pacilic 
ocean 
t'hey were planted by ths men 


who founded a government "of the 
people, by the people, for the people,"

then

when 
those seeds have 


Iain for more thuu a century in the 
lieurt of what we call the wouiru ques- 
tion.—Lida Calvert Ubenchaiu.
